Adlrondaclts, but he improved some 
and wat soon out of danger

latter part of August he had anothe 
serious recurrence 
of his ailment 


and since that time his course ha 
been steadily downward. 


For the past three weeks he ha 


remained in bed most ot the time 


James Schoolcraft Shct man was 


born in Utica, N Y , on Oct 24, 18G3, 
and was the only son of Richard U. 
and Mary Frances Sherman. lie grad- 
uated irom Hamilton college In 1S7S 
and immediately took up the study of 


law, 
being admitted to the bar in 


18.10. 


In early manhood he manifested a 


strong interest in public affairs and 
politics, and as a rising young law- 
yer be began to devote much of his 
spare time to active politcal work.

man wab offered a chance to become 
he secretaiy of the United States 
senate. 
Ho was strongly uigcd by 


eading Republicans in his district 
lot to retire Irom the house and al-

•eceive as secretaiy of the senate had 
some attraction for him he decided 
to follow the wlshes of his constitu- 
ents. 


Mr. Sherman was elected to the 


vice-presidency in 1908 and received 
a renominatlo nat the Republican na- 
tional convention in Chicago last 
June.

Sherman .was -unconscious 


most of the day. 
Only twice did he 


awaken from the state of coma into 
which he sank early in the morning. 
Once he was delirious and the other 
time he was roused sufficiently. to 
recognize Mrs. Sherman and Dr. Fay- 
ette H. Peck, the .family .Physician. 


Although Mr. Sherman has been 


sick practically.all this year, he did 
not take to his bed until a few weeks 
a-o 
His death was duetto a diseased 


condition of the kidneys, hardening- 
oi the arteries and softening of the 
-muscles, of the heart. 
He suffered 


an attack at the Moose camp'm the 
Adirondack, but he improved some 
and was. soon out of danger. 
In the 


latter part of August he had another 
serious recurrence 
of his ailments 


and since 'that time his course has 
been steadily downward. 
For 'the past three weeks he has 


remained in bed most, of. the time. 


His condition grew alarming last 
Monday morning when his physicians 
realized tho end was near. 
Oxygen 


and every other resource known to 
medicine were used, but the patient 
sank steadily. 


James Schoolcraft Sherman was 


born in Utica, N. Y., on Oct.. 24, 1805, 
and was the only son ot Richard U. 
and Mary Frances Sherman. He grad- 
uated from Hamilton college in 1878 
and immediately took up the study of 
law, 
being admitted to the bar in 


1SSO. 
• 
In early manhood he manifested a 


strong interest in public affairs and 


tpolitics, and as a rising young law- 
yer he began to devote much of his 
spare time to active politcal work. 
His abilities were soon recognized, 
and 
his services 
as a campaign 


speaker were in great demand, arid 
his counsels on party policy sought 
and heeded. 
In 1S84, at the age of 


23. he was elected mayor of his na- 
tive city. 
From that time he engaged almost 


continuously in' the public service. 
He served as a member of congress 


I from the Twenty-third New York dis- 


trict from 1SS7 to 1891, from the 
| Twenty-fifth New York district from 
IJune,-lS93 to 1903, and from tho 


Twenty-seventh district from 
1903 


up to.the present time. 
His service 


in the house of representatives there- 
fore covered a period of very nearly 


] twenty years. 
While a member of congress he 


served as-chairman of the committee 
on Indian affairs, and was also a 
member of the committee on rules. 
He was regarded as one, of'-the best 
parliamentarians and presiding offi- 
cers in congress. 
In 1900 Mr. Sher- 


man was offered a chance to become 
the secretary of the United States 
senate. 
He was strongly urged by 


leading Republicans in his district 
not to retire from the house and al- 
though the increased salary he would 
receive as secretary of the senate had 
some attraction for him he decided 
to follow the 
ents. 
Mr. Sherman was elected to the 


vice-presidency in 1908 and received 
a renominatio nat the Republican na- 
tional convention in Chicago last 
June.

Farmers' Bulletin 311 of the Da- 


reliabel it BUI) did as 
they did ou regular 


partraent of ARricultorocontainisome 
interesting facts and recommendations 
in connection with bookkeeping on 
the faun. 
"That there are over six 


million farms in the country which 
utilize land, labor, ami capital as 
means of Income making" gives the 
author tho opportunity to discuss the 
subject of the value of the farmer 
keeping an accurate au<l systematic 
account of his farm management the 
same an the business men or the rail 
road magnate. 


This bulletin is not an attempt to 


outline a system of bookkeeping for 
the farmer. 
It is rathor a discussion 


of the principles which are applicable 
to accounts on the farm. 
It is be- 


lieved that any farmer who studies 
this bulletin BDtHciently to grasp these 
principles will be able to devise a 
system suited to his particular need. 


Two important points must be con 


sidered in an attempt at farm book- 
keeping. What does itjcost to produce 
farm prodncts? 
By selling at market 


prices, what profit is made on them? 


1 'The problem of the farmer is to 


meet conditions on his own farm in a 
way which will give him the greatest 
net return for l>in labor and the use 
of hia capital. 
He should receive 


Interest on his capital as well as 
wages tor his labor, but owing to the 
lack of proper records few farmers 
know what wages they actually re- 
ceive. There is reason to believe that 
the majority oJ farmers are really 
living on the interest of their Invest- 
ments rather than on the profits of 
their farms." 


These suggestions are offered: 
(1) -Consider as oue unit all that 


may be termed real estate, as land, 
farm buildings, fences, ditches, etc., 
whether oho farm Is rented or owned 
by the operator. 


(2) 
Do not 
consider 
that the 


farmer or hia family receive anything 
for their labor unless they are paid 
in cash the same as hired labor. 
If 


there is a surplus at the end of the 
year, it is their compensation. 
In 


this way the accounts will not be con- 
fused with items not strictly cash. 


(3) 
Farm products used by the 


household should not he credited to 
the farm in the cash account along 
with the products «old, but should be 
taken care of separately.

powder mill explosions and boiler ex- 
plosions, according to bulletin 5A 
just issued by the Industrial Com- 
mission at Madison. The bulletin not 
only tells about the accidents that 
occurred in the aeason of 1911 bat also 
relates how they might have been 
prevented by simple means. 
The 


bulletin is the result of an exhaustive 
inquiry made by the commission last 
summer. 
Men who lost arms or 


hands in corn shredders were inter- 
viewed. The advice of the victims on 
the means by which their accidents 
might have been prevented, is given 
in full. 
The bulletin also contains 


practical advice regarding the guard- 
ing of dangerous ' parts of machines, 
and farmers, by following this ad- 
vice, will he able to put their boys 
to work without fear of accident. By 
corresponding with manufacturers and 
by enforcing the corn shredder law, 
tbe commission already has put a 
stop to the importing nf any un- 
guarded shredders. 
The bulletin is 


designed especially for the use of 
owners of machines which were pur- 
chased before the enactment of tne 
present law. Many of these older 
machines are a menace to life and 
limb because of incomplete equipment.

Sugar beet 
topa and shock corn 


were snceeasfully out up together into 


at tbe University farm last, 
The 
Bilag-3 had 
a slightly 


odor than ordinary corn 


silage but was not offensive. 
Cows 


relUued it and did as well on it as 
they did 
on regular corn silage. 


Ohomical analysi-a showed that this 
silage had practically the same feed- 
ing valno as olear corn Bilage.
